Building Resumed

MILTON, Mass.—Work was re- 
sumed here Tuesday on the Mil- 
ton Hebrew Center, focus of a 
widespread debate when a permit 
was revoked by town officials on 
formal grounds that the _ pro- 
posed center was not in conform- 
ity with local zoning laws. 


At a public hearing that fol- 
lowed the revocation, a large 
group of witnesses appeared to 
testify for the Center that the 
structure would be used for relig- 
ious purposes in conformity with 
the zoning law. 

Town officials, who had argued 
that the new center would be pri- 
marily for social and communal 
functions, were publicly charged 
with bias. Those testifying in- 
cluded a number of prominent 
Protestant ministers and a Ca- 
tholic priest. 

Doctor Samuel Sunshine told 
The Post it was hoped the build- 
ing would be ready for High Holy 
Day Services in the fall.

ATLANTIC CITY—The National Community Relations Advisory 


Council took a few halting steps this week to meet demands for an 
end to the slashing battles between U. S. Jewish civic defense 
agencies. 

A plenary session of the NCRAC, set up to coordinate the ac 
tivities of the virtually autonomous agencies, voted for a system of 
clearance of activities by the agencies but side-stepped the hot issue 
of allocation of functions. 

Allocation of functions would have ended the present setup 
under which each agency, for example, has its own legal depart- 
ment, and provide that all work in a given area would be assigned 
to the agency best fitted to handle it. 

The proposal has been vigorously backed by the American Jewe 
ish Congress und as vigorously opposed by the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith and the American Jewish committee, the 
three major organizations in the field. 

Also represented at the plenary session here April 26 through 
May 1 were the Jewish Labor Committee, the Jewish War Veterans, 
the (Reform) Union of American Hebrew Congregations and repre- 
sentatives of 34 Jewish community relations councils. 

In place of allocations, the plenary session proposed a system 
of division of responsibilities. This proposal was dependent first on 
agreement of the NCRAC executive committee on a specific activity, 
an agreement which could be blocked by any member agency. 

David Petegorsky, national executive director of the Congress, 
repeated his widely-publicized charges that duplication of work in 
the civic defense field was costing American Jewry millions of dol- 
lars in wasted funds. 

The NCRAC failed to take action on the issue when it first 
appeared on an executive committee agenda in March. The ADL 
and the AJCommittee filed formal complaints that Petegorsky had 
made his charges to embarrass their fund-raising through the Joint 
Defense Appeal. (NJP March 25), The JDA seeks $6,800,000 this 
year. 

That executive meeting debated the charges for several hours, 
then voted to place the matter before the Atlantic City plenary. 
No action was taken here. 

The clearance proposal provided that the civic defense agencies 
should report to the NCRAC on all future projects, in writing. The 
NCRAC will thereupon notify the other agencies of the proposed 
activity. 

In event of any doubt on the part of the agency as to whether 
it should report a new project, the agency is to ask the NCRAC 
for a ruling. 

The proposal specifically provided that the act of an agency 
in being first in submitting a new project to the NCRAC would 
not stop other agencies from also undertaking a similar project. 

No specific punitive action was considered, against agencies 
which by-passed the NCRAC on the matter of clearance or against 
an agency which proposed an activity over objections of competing 
agencies. The history of clearance up to this point has been that it 
has been ignored as often as an agency cared to take this position, 

As a mild step in the general direction of ending duplication, 
the plenary voted to have the executive committee study establish- 
ment of a reporting system so that member agencies could be ine 
formed of each other’s projects. 

The proposal for division of responsibilities provided for assign- 
ment to one or more of the agencies the job of implementing agree- 
ments on policy reached by the NCRAC executive committee. 

Agencies getting such assignments, under the proposal, will 
perform it under supervision of the executive committee. 

The plenary voted to name a committee to study the issuc of 
allocation of functions and to report back to the next plenary. 

The plenary also sought to get unified action on projects or 
activities by the separate agencies on major issues of policy. An 
example listed was the problem of American Jewish attitude toward 
the German fair exhibit, when the NCRAC protested in a statement 
that sought to make a distinction between rebuilding Germany and 
re-installing top Nazis in positions of control under.U. S. military 
direction. (NJP, April 15). 

The plenary voted to set up an agenda committee to decide what 
issues in this category will be placed before each meeting of the 
executive committee, 

Once a decision is reached on such issues, steps are to be taken 
hereafter according to an agreement on voting which was adopted 
at the plenary. 

Statements or public acts in the name of the NCRAC are to 
be issued only when there is unanimous agreement in any NCKRAG 
executive committee or sub-committee on a given issue. 

One form of light pressure against dissenters was worked eut 
in a portion of the agreement on voting procedure covering cases 
where a majority of the member agencies agree on a policy. 

Failure to get unanimous agreement opens the way for the 
majority to report to the members of the NCRAC with a statement 
as to the split of the members and the reasons for the split. 

The voting procedure also implied that in basic splits involving a 
lone dissenter, the NCRAC may seek to apply pressure by publi- 
cizing the issues. 

The procedure provided that any member agency which re- 
fuses to accept a majority decision and decides to follow a solo 
policy is to report to the NCRAC in advance of its taking action. 

In such cases, the plenary agreed, the NCRAC will report to 
the Jewish community the facts in the dispute.

U. S. JEWS AND NATIVE ISRAELI 
GET ALONG FINE IN BUILDING STATE

N Wednesday morning, February 2, as I walked out of my 

hotel, I ran into Dave Macarov. We walked together and 
talked for a while. He asked me to come to the house in the 
evening, and see Frieda and their three-week-old sabra girl, which 
reminded me that I owe a similar visit to the Ettingers. It is 
good to see Americans producing sabras. But that is not the topic 
of my present article. I mean to talk of Americans tying up 
with sabras. 

I had heard from Rachel Lev in New York and 
from Nat Cohen here that the Plugat Aliyah group ¥ 
was scheduled to leave their temporary place at 
Ginegar in the Emek and take up temporary quar- ; 
ters at Raanana before settling somewhere in the | 
Negev or in the Western Galilee. They were joining % 
a group of General Zionist sabras to form one #@ 
kibbutz. Now Dave Macarov told me the group %&% 
had already moved to Raanana. 

I came to the Public Information Office, went 
up to Abe Herman, ond told him I wanted to go se 
Raanana to see the American boys and girls I had seen in Ginegar 
last May, the same boys and girls I once knew at Wappingers 
Falls, and earlier at Cream Ridge, before they had their own farm. 

The art of Public Relations, under the Government of Is- 
rael, has improved tremendously since previously the Jewish 
authorities made it almost a virtue to treat it with disdain. 
Now I was promptly given a car, a liason officer, and was 
driven to Raanana. 

My liason officer, who.wore three stripes with olives on them, 
is a German Jew who traces his family back to the fourteenth cen- 
tury in Hamburg. His name is Kurt Robert Hamlet, and he speaks 
a fairly good Hebrew. Ben-Gurion once bawled him out for stick- 
ing to such a name, so he is considering a Hebraization to Yaakov 
Hadani, which means Jacob the Dane. 

We called at the home of Mayor B. Ostrovsky, formerly of New 
York, but he was away in Tel Aviv. Mrs. Ostrovsky (formerly of 
New York, mind you) knew nothing of an American group of 
ehalutzim in Raanana. She advised us to proceed to the City Hall 
and ask for “Katzin ha-ir” (town sheriff). We went there, but 
the iron door of the town mayor’s office was locked: it was lunch- 
time. So we went up to the school which is right by the City Hall. 


NOW I MUST LET YOU IN on a personal secret. I had an- 
Mer reason for going to Raanana, which did not justify any gov- 
ernment expense. I wanted to see my friend Yehiel Michlin, a 
teacher whom I once knew in Montreal. When I was here in April, 
his elder daughter was an expectant mother who had lost her hus- 
band in one of the early battles in the war before May 15. Since 
Michlin did not answer my letter from New York, I was worried. 
By the time I got to the school, I already knew from Mrs. Ostrovsky 
that Esther was the mother of lusty twins. But I wanted to see 
Michlin anyway. Finally, I had the excuse. I knocked at the door 
of his classroom—and there he was. He sent one of his pupils 
along to take us to the house of the town mayor, and made me 
promise to come for lunch. 

The name of the sheriff of this settlement of East European and 
American orchard growers is Julian Abraham. He speaks Hebrew 
with a German accent, but even the Litvacks of Raanana admit he 
is a good Jew. He directs us toward the place where the Yanks 
and the sabras took up temporary quarters at the outskirts of the 
town. 





It had rained in Israel for days, and it was not easy to pass 
through the pools on the dirt road. “Botz” is the word for the 
deep mud in this country. As our driver stood hesitating, a 
bearded old man approached us and inquired in good Sephardic 
Hebrew: “are you folks studying the mud situation?” When 
we explained our purpose, he shouted at the driver in Yiddish 
(he had discovered the driver’s Hebrew was faulty) “Go right 
through, you won’t get drowned. Don’t you know Jhere’s a 
war on?” ee 


So we went right through, and there I was greeted by faces 
I had seen only recently in Ginegar and still more recently in 
New York and Poughkeepsie. There was Ruth Ludwin, who had 
just come the day before; there was Michel Ostroff and his wife; 
Irv Slott, Shoshana Ehrlich, who was the first American to greet 
me in Ginegaz last May. It was good to see them. There are 
over 26 of them, and some in the army. They like their new com- 
panions, and have confidence in their own success. I left them to

Hearing Delayed 
On CCNY Prof. 


ALBANY, N. Y.—State Educa- 
tion Commissioner Francis T. 
Spaulding took under advisement 
this week a demand for a pub- 
lic hearing against Prof. William 
Knickerbocker of City College of 
New York on charges of anti- 
Semitism. 

Spaulding heard counsel for the 
American Jewish Congress and 
other petitioners urge such a 
hearing “to satisfy public con- 
science” in the three-year fight 
against the head of the CCNY Ro- 
mance Language department. 

The petition was opposed by M. 
A. Castaldi, chief of the division 
of education of the New York 
City corporation counsel’s office. 

Castaldi contended that noth- 
ing was developed at the one- 
day informal hearing before 
Spaulding which had not been 
considered by the N. Y. Board 
of Education when it dismissed 
similar charges last September. 

No mention was made in the 
statements to Spaulding of the 
recent strike by CCNY students 
in their latest bid to get Knicker- 
bocker’s ouster.

WASHINGTON—(JTA) — The 
Washington chapter of the Amer- 
ican Association of University 
Women was this week accused of 
racial and religious intolerance 
by Lucille Furman, an officer of 
the organization.

ON THE WAY BACK WE | A LIFT to a sabra girl in 
army uniform. That is, she talks Hebrew like a sabra and belongs 
to the group, but she was born in Syria. She was just-as enthus- 
iastic about the Americans as the latter were about the sabras.

He 
is a member of the new Kibbutz, he and his wife, Esther. “That 
evening after my visit to Raanana, I visited a house in Jaffa where 
Dave and Frieda Macrov proudly showed me their three-week-old 
little sabra daughter. There were present a couple of the ace_pilots 
of the Israeli army, some of whom are members of Plugat Aliyah, 
and waiting to join the settlement when the fighting is over and 
they get their discharge. One of them is a famous specialist on the 
Susquehana Indians—he hails from western Pennsylvania. 

“Tell the Jews of America to send us their young men and 
women to people the Negev,” a high military commander in Beer- 
sheba told me two days later. “We need American Jews even more 
than we need their money.” 

“Americans?” I overhead a couple of soldiers in Beersheba, “We 
need about a million of them to come here and settle.” 

“The American Jewish youth and the sabras have a great deal 
in common,” the German-born liason officer told me. “They have 
the same temperament. The Americans have better technical train- 
ing. The sabras have technical aptitude and are quick to learn. They 
appreciate the contribution of the Americans.”

Jewish DP’s as “an injection of 
virus in our national bloodstream 
which is already becoming pok 
luted.” He singled out Russian 
Jews as being especially undesir. 
able. Gossett charged that most 
of the Jews in DP camps are not 
those who have been persecuted 
but are “Communistic Russian 
and Polish Jews” who are plan- 
ning to destroy the U.S. from 
within. 

The Texas Congressman said 
that the true persecutees were 
the ethnic Germans expelled 
from Eastern Europe, overlook- 
ing the fact that several mil 
lion Russian and Polish Jews 
lost their lives during the Nazi 
regime. To Gossett, the Jewish 
survivors are “a left-over, non- 
talented class, too lazy to work.” 
He described DP legislation as 
rewarding “the least deserving, 
least desirable and most dan 
gerous” people. 

Gossett conceded that the US. 
was a country of immigrants but 
he maintained that “times have 
changed and so have the immi 
grants.” He suggested that at 
least half of the DP quotas be 
filled with “good German folks 
who are not afraid of physical 
work.” The Germans, he said, are 
of “better stock than the dregs 
of the DP camps.”

PRAGUE—(JTA)—The Israe}j 
legation here has announced that 
“the first official Jewish emi 
grant from the Soviet Union" 
passed through Czechoslovakia 
this week on his way to Israel, 
The legation was quoted as say- 
ing it had no information on the 
possibility of further Jewish emi- 
gration from Russia. 


The legation announced that 
15,000 Czechoslovakia Jews have 
applied for Israeli visas while 
approximately 2,500 Jews have 
already left this country for the 
Jewish state. A member of the 
legation estimated at 10,000 the 
number of Jews who will remain 
in Czechoslovakia when all visa 
applications are cleared. 


Reuters reported that the Is 
raeli Minister to Czechoslovakia 
and Hungary, Ehud Avriel, was 
now in Budapest conducting ne 
gotiations with the Hungarian 
Government for emigration of 
Jews from that country to Israel, 


As a consequence of these new 
precautions, approximately 1,000 
Hungarian Jews, who had suc- 
ceeded in fleeing from Hungary, 
are now stranded at Bratislava 
where they had gathered in the 
hope of smuggling themselves 
across the frontier to Vienna, 
which is only 38 miles west. 


The Czech authorities have 
refused to permit this group 
of 1,000 Jews to cross into 
Austria, although earlier this 
week a group of 1,200 had little 
difficulty boarding busses at 
Bratislava and driving here. 
The same officials are reported 
to be threatening to return 
them across the Czechoslova- 
kia-Hungarian border. 


Reliable informants add _ that 
the Russians are joining with the 
Czechoslovakia and Hungarian 
authorities in efforts to halt the 
illegal refugee traffie by 
strengthening the roadblocks in 
their occupation zone of Austria, 
particularly along the highways 
leading from the east to Vienna. 
In addition, the Russian authori- 
ties here have refused to permit 
the transfer of the 1,200 Jews, 
who arrived earlier, from two 
camps in their zone of Vienna 
to the United States sector.

Jewish Employers Among Worst 
In Denying Jews Jobs, Survey Finds 


MIAMI, Fla.—Jewish employers appear to be anong the worst of those who discriminate against 
Jewish job-seekers, a recent survey of employment practices in Miami has disclosed. 

The survey, made by the Miami Jewish FLORIDIAN, also revealed that such bigoted Jews are 
peartily detested for those practices by non-Jews. 

The survey was prompted by a telephone call from a non-Jewish employment agency owner 


who reported she was having 
eonsiderable trouble placing Jew- 
ish job-hunters and that a great 
deal of her trouble came from 
Jewish employers who _ blandly 
specified they wanted “Gentile 
help only.” 

In a series of interviews with 
Miami employment agencies, 
Louis Aronovitz, a staff writer, 
reported that some of the leading 
jewish figures in Miami were 
among those guilty of the prac- 
tice which Jews spend millions in 
civic defense to battle when prac- 
ticed by non-Jews. 

Aronovitz said that in the in- 
terviews, many of the employ- 
ment agency heads named names 
and that some of the names as- 
tounded him. He said one of the 
Jewish bigots had been active the 
previous year in the National 
Conference of Christians and 
Jews. 

The study was based on inter- 
views with a sample of Miami 
employment agencies which Ar- 
onvitz said represented one-third 
of the agencies likely to be con- 
eerned with the problem. 

Those called were asked these 
questions: 

“Do you encounter discrimina- 
tion against your Jewish job- 
hunters? If so, to what extent? 
Js this anti-Jewish prejudice pre- 
dominant in any particular occu- 
pation or religious groups? Do 
you ever find it among Jews 


themselves?”

Majority Report They 
Have Known Cases of It 

Fourteen of the agency heads 
interviewed reported they had ex- 
perienced “this Jewish brand of 
anti‘Semitism.” Of the 4, nine 
said it was prevalent and five 
said it happened occasionally. On- 
ly five said it was rare. 

One Gentile agency head said 
that Jews were the worst of- 
fenders in job discrimination. 

“According to my records, the 
yast majority of cases in which 
prospective employers requested 
non-Jewish workers involve 
Jews,” she told Aronvitz. “I 
would venture to say that if the 
Jewish lawyers, doctors, hotel op- 
erators and business men placed 
no restriction on members of 
their own religion, there would be 
no employment problem among 
the Jews. At any rate, the prob- 
lem would be greatly alleviated.” 

Another manager reported that 
“We never receive such calls 
from Catholics and Protestants.” 
He said Jews were “harder” on 
their own people than any other 
group. 

She Wouldn’t Have Nerve 

Another agency operator, a 
hon-Jew, said that she would have 
difficulty in making a request for 
Gentile help only “in the shame- 
kss manner” in which such re- 
quests are made to her by Jew- 
sh employers. 

A Jewish employment agency 
head said that even some of the 
kosher hotels practice a no-Jew- 
lh policy, which presumably did 
hot extend to rabbinical super-

The agency head said that what 
the doctor did not know was that 
his boasting not only gained the 
wrath of his non-Jewish friends, 
“but that one of them who had 
previously never discriminated 
against Jewish help, has taken 
the cue from the doctor and has 
instituted a restrictive policy in 
his office.” 

Aronovitz reported that this in- 
dividual told the employment 
manager, “Let the Jews set their 
own house in order before they 


call upon us.” 
e e . 


They Aren’t All 
Runaway Jewish Types 

Aronovitz said that on the basis 
of the names disclosea to him, 
some of the Jewish practitioners 
of job bias could be classified as 
runaway Jews. 

He added, however, that many 
of them were not in that cate- 
gory. 

“On the contrary, they attend 
synagogues and temples regular- 
ly and in some cases abide by 
the dietary laws,” he reported. 
“They are leaders in the Jewish 
community, men who have won 
the admiration and respect of 
their friends and neighbors.” 

“They are top men in the great 
Miami Jewish Federation hier- 
archy and their names appear 
in the columns of the Jewish 
FLORIDIAN over and over 
again,” he said. 

Aronovitz said that many of 
them were active in Brotherhood 
week and he charged they were 
“suilty—notoriously and  unpar- 
donably guilty—of the most op- 
pobrious brand of hypocrisy.” 

He reported that on the basis 
of occupations, Jewish doctors 
are the worst offenders. Hotel 
owners also rank high on the 
list. 

He’d Be Surprised 

The survey reported the com- 
ment of one agency manager who 
specializes placing hotel help. The 
manager said that he had no 
trouble placing Jews except in 
restricted hotels. He commented 
that the only way it would be 
possible for a Jew to get into one 
of them would be to buy the ho- 
tel. 

“What this man did not know is 
that niany of these restricted ho- 
tels are already owned by Jewish 
interests,” the article commented. 

Jewish women seeking do- 
mestic help are also high on the 
list of those who want “Gen- 
tiles only,” Aronovitz reported. 

Most of the agency officials told 
Aronovitz that they didn’t ask 
why when Jewish employers de- 





manded non-Jewish help. But 
some did and the reasons Arono- 
vitz collected showed that such 
Jewish employers had learned 
well from non-Jewish exponents 


of discrimination.

And Here Are 
The Reasons They Give 

Among the reasons given by 
Jewish employers in banning 
Jewish help was that Jews were 
overbearing, Jews were loud and 
overbearing Jews were loud and 
boisterous, Jews were clannish, 
Jews were too “familiar,” Jews 
were too “smart,” and Jews 
“talk too much.” 


Commeénting on the _ reasons, 
one Jewish agency head said: 

“The real reason why So many 
Jews discriminate against their 
co-religionists is that these Jews, 
eonsciously or subconsciously, 
wish to curry favor with non- 
Jews and think that this action 
will do the trick.” 

Since this kind of bias seems 
to be beyond the reach of the 
Jewish civic defense agencies, 
some of the employment bureaus 
have taken matters into their 
own hands. 

One manager omits the ques- 
tion of religon from her appli- 
cation forms and when employ- 
ers call and raise the issue, she 
tells them she doesn’t ask her 
applicants and doesn’t know. 

Quotas In Reverse 

Another manager has _intro- 
duced a quota system, which 
started when a member of his 
agency tried to persuade a bank 
to drop its biased employment 
policy. The bank official agreed 
to make a concession which 
brought in some Jewish help on 
a quota system, 

The manager of that agency 
argued that his .quota system 
was giving a chance to Jews in 
employment areas where they 
had been totally shut out be- 
fore. 

Readers of the series also had 
ideas, Aronovitz reported in his 
final article. 

He said some readers had sug- 
gested a boycott. “When there is 
conclusive evidence that the own- 
er of a business has refused to 
hire Jewish help, do not patron- 
ize him,” those readers suggest- 
ed.

Goldman Rejects Hurwitz’ JARA,

Views At Assembly 

Hurwitz outlined his views at 
the annual Kallah (assembly) of 
Chicago rabbis held in Temple 
Beth El in Highland Park. 

He urged them to participate 
in a revitalization of Jewish life 
that would wrest control of the 
American Jewish community 
from the grip of “secular organ- 
izations.” 

“It is an obscene situation in 
which defense agencies wallow 
in wealth while rabbinical semi- 
naries are forced to panhandle 
for funds,” Hurwitz told the rab- 
bis. The reference was to deficits 
incurred during the last year by 
the Jewish Theological Seminary 
and the Hebrew Union College- 
Jewish Institute of Religion. 

Quoting an unnamed “high 
United Jewish Appeal official,” 
Hurwitz said that 85 per cent of 
the contributions came from syn- 
agogue members. He told the 
rabbis they should exert an in- 
fluence on Jewish activity in pro- 
portion to that figure rather than 
accepting the tole of “couriers 
and courtiers of the secularists.” 

Needs Bigger Role 

Rabbi Goldman agreed that the 
“synagogue has become margi- 
nal on the American Jewish 
scene” and that it should play a 
more important role. 

“A Jewish community could 
continue to exist without its 
many organizations,” he said, 
“but a Jewish community without 
the synagogue is impossible.” 

He added, however, that Hor- 
witz was guilty of setting up a 
straw man in his attacks on sec- 
ular leaders. He said “all major 
American Jewish organizations 
had religious origins and there

Rabbi Goldman insisted that 
“the jealously guarded  sover- 
eignty of individual synagogues 
and temples must be abolished.”

Church Denies Israel 


Persecuied Non-Jews 

JERUSALEM — An official of 
the Presbyterian Church in 
Palestine reported this week that 
charges of persecution of Chris- 
tians by Israeli on religious 
grounds were false. 

The Rev. Andrew Scott-Morri- 
son, Moderator of the Jerusalem 
Presbytery of the Church of Scot- 
land, said he had examined com- 
plaints voiced in the church 
House of Lords that Hebrew 
Christians had been persecuted. 

He said the Irgun and the 
Stern gangs had persecuted some 
Christians but not on religious 
grounds. He said the victims had 
been former employes of the 
British Intelligence Service. 

The moderator is now in k- 
rael to arrange for release of 
some church properties used by 
the Israeli army, which he said 
was in good condition except for 
a church house in Safed which 
had been blown up.

TEACHERS CAN, MOTHERS CAN'T: 
AND HERE ARE SOME REASONS

F I’ve heard it once, I’ve heard it a dozen times. “How is it that 
I the teachers manage so well with 40 children and I have trouble 
with two?” 

I’ve jotted down a few observations on the subject. One or two 
may excuse mothers, but the rest seem to fall under the heading of 
“Facts that make mama look sick.” 

1. Teachers have to undergo intensive training 
and pass stiff exams before children are exposed 
to them. Mothers think all they need is a wedding 
ring and nine months to learn their way around 
the kitchen. 

2. Teachers must be continually on their toes, 
with frequent and unannounced inspections from 
both principals and doting parents. Mothers—well, 
they have to consider what neighbors and relatives 
might think. 

3. Teachers maintain discipline without resorting to corporal 
punishment. Mothers think it is their prerogative to use anything 
short of manslaughter. 

4. Teachers must continually improve their techniques and ed- 
ucation, with summer or evening courses. Mothers draw a blank 
on this one. 

5. Mothers can claim that their duties cover much more ground 
than just working with their offspring; they must cook and clean, 
wash and mend, plan and shop. True, but teachers also have a 
variety of jobs and work against a deadline in preparing the class 
for the next grade. 

6. Teachers have a chancé to correct mistakes made during 
the previous year, since each term she is presented with a brand- 
new batch of youngsters. Mothers don’t have that opportunity. 
Then, too, facing a new group each year is a new challenge, where- 
as children sometimes get overfamiliar with mother’s conversation, 
especially when she is wrought up over a misdemeanor. 

My private investigator was telling me just the other day 
that she is considering breaking off speaking relations with 
her children. She insisted that once, while she was lecturing 
them, she could tell by the look in their eyes that not a word 
was penetrating. She decided that anyway maybe they had 
heard it all several times before. Just a broken record, that’s 
what mothers are. 


I hope I’ve cleared up the mystery of how teachers manage 
so nicely with 40 and mothers are thrown for a loss with two. You 
might also consider that teachers, while they like a little social 
life, know their limitations. They can’t take a chance on losing 
their jobs by being over-tired and short-tempered from too little 
sleep. I guess the word “efficiency” fits in here somewhere.

'™M about ready to make a prediction: Women will never go up to 
I read the Torah. 

I’m referring to the ceremony in the accepted sense, involving 
tallis, the calling up in Hebrew and the routine Hebrew chant used 
by men. 

The whole tradition is too completely a strictly male preroga- 
tive. Extending the practice to women at this late date would not 
only be too complicated a problem but would be unacceptable to 
those who are so loyal to their ancient customs. 

No, women won't read from the Torah, If changes are 
going to made to allow women to assume a position of equality 
in the synagogue, it will not be in awkward attempts at chang- 
ing old, established patterns, 

The areas open to women will be in NEW ceremonies, in addi- 
tions, just as woman fitted easily into the new idea of women’s 
organizations taking over the Friday evening service.

THAT IS WHERE OUR RABBI has shown good sense. First 
of all, over a year ago, he started the practice of calling up women 
as well as men (usually husband and wife together) to open the 
ark on Friday night. Since the Torah is not read on Friday night 
and tallesim are not worn, the women could be made to feel like 
equal participants in the services without entailing special difficulty. 

And for several months now Rabbi William Greenfeld has in- 
augurated another practice. Each Saturday morning at the Family 
Service, just before the actual reading of the Torah, a young lady 
is called up to give the English version of the Torah portion for 
the week. 

Because it is done simply, and because it is new and in English, 
her rendition doesn’t impress one as being sacred or wrapped in hon- 
ored time-worn tradition. But when you stop to think about it, her 
part is of great importance. Since most of the audience under- 
stands no Hebrew, reading the Torah may be a fine idea but one 
completely without meaning to hcad younger gene ration.

The Editor's Chair 

I ADDRESSED a study group 
of Rabbi Leonard Mervis’ Con- 
gregation in Terre Haute last 
Wednesday and although I de- 
voted only a small part of my 
talk on “The Structure of the 
U. S. Jewish Community” to the 
future of Judaism in the United 
States, it became obvious in the 
question and answer period that 
that was where the interest of 
the audience lay. 


To be fair, though, I was quite 
impressed not alone with the 
questions about Judaism, but also 
with the group as a whole. They 
have been meeting regularly for 
years, and if that doesn’t prove 
the points I am going to make, 
then what does? 


In connection with my view on 
the future of Judaism, I dis- 
agreed with those who predict a 
decline in number of the U. S, 
Jewish community down to 2,500,- 
000 or less. I said that we would 
develop a healthy, natural, cre- 
ative American Judaism. I said 
that perhaps the forms of ser- 
vices would be changed with the 
passing of years so that they 
would become more meaningful 
and fulfil the needs of U. S. 
Jewry. 


I told them that there were 
many factors not now discernible 
above the horizon which would 
reinvigorate the U.S. Jewish com- 
munity from a Jewish standpoint, 
and that when the full force of 
these factors made themselves 
felt, we would overcome the trend 
toward assimilation and the in‘ 
difference of the present day. 


I listed only one of these 
factors—the modern Jewish 
schools of religion, as compared 
with the Hebrew schools most 
of the present generation of 
U. S. Jews attended or did not 
attend. 


But to get back to my first 
point, don’t you think that the 
interest displayed by this group 
in a small Indiana town proves 
that I may be right, and_ that 
those who are willing to write 
off the U. S. Jewish community 
are not the accurate prophets 
they think they are?

“This should be the last big year,” said Mr.

“All we have done up until now can be lost 
and the upkeep of a bankrupt country of 1,000,-

The people of Fort Wayne answered him the 
way you will answer, if you are honest. 

Instead of a drop compared with 1948 con- 
tributions, the big givers of Fort Wayne in- 
creased their contribution. In some cases, the 
increase was from $3,000 to $6,000, and in the 
case of Meyer Ruchman, who is in a business— 
scrap iron—now in its doldrums, to say the 
least, from $5,000 to $7,500. 

In Louisville, the same fears were expressed. 
In fact, the big gifts dinner was cancelled at 
one point because, among other reasons, there 
was no one who could be counted on to make 
an increase over 1948. That big gifts meeting 
was held Thursday night, with General Chair- 
man Henry Morgenthau, Jr., as the principal 
speaker. The same people who gave $119,500 in 
1948 contributed $136,570, and NOT ONE

There are ways of escaping these responst- 
bilities. The Israeli have refused to take the 
easy path. Can we do less? 

The answer lies in what happened at Fort 
Wayne and what happened in Louisville where 
business conditions are no better than else 
where. 

The policy of keeping Israel’s doors open for 
every Jew who wants to come is too crucial to 
be weighed in dollars and cents. 

Take for instance the Jews in Czechoslovakia

The Next President Of The ZOA 


ITH the convention of the Zionist Organ- 

ization of America less than three weeks 
away, an analysis of the present situation in- 
volving both the election of new officers and the 
opposition Committee for Progressive Zionism 
might clear the air for some constructive think- 
ing. 

The election of Daniel Frisch as president 
seems certain. His ascendancy to that office 
could be prevented only by a successful drive 
of the CPZ and at this writing the CPZ seems 
to be in no position to contest successfully 
against the administration forces. 


The CPZ’s heralded district and regional 
meetings never developed and it even appears 
doubtful at this point that the group will put up 
an opposition candidate. 

All of this, to The Post, is unfortunate. 

If there was to be any chance for a real future 
for the ZOA, it rested in the evolvement of a 
program destined to take in those elements in 
the U. S. Jewish community which have never 
affiliated due in part at least to the antiquated 
membership policies of the ZOA. 

Neither Daniel Frisch or any other ZOA ad- 
ministration spokesman has any such plan. Al- 
though such a program was intrinsic in the 
platform of the CPZ, that organization also 
failed to evolve a program to do the job that 


must be done if the ZOA is not to go the way of 
all the other national Jewish organizations in 
the past 10 years. 

Perhaps Simon Rifkind’s committee will come 
forth with a new program which might renew 


the energies of U. S. Zionists and turn them to. 


constructive achievements in the U. S. Jewish 
community. But a year has passed since for- 
mation of that committee and vital time has 
been lost because the ZOA administration never 
realized what was going on. 

The 1948 ZOA convention in Pittsburgh was 
one of the most interesting in years, The 
1949 convention in New York may be one 
of the dullest in years. Yet Zionism finds 
itself in a crisis in the United States. Member- 
ship is off; interest has waned, and faced with 
an entirely new problem, the leadership at the 
moment has absolutely no plan whatever. 

If Mr. Frisch is elected, he will face a situ 
ation aggravated by administration inertia. So 
far hs has given little indication that he is the 
man to bring the ZOA successfully through this 
crucial period of transformation. His activities 
during the past few years have earned the 
honor for him which may soon be his but none 
of these activities have been such as to indicate 
he understands what May 14, 1948 meant to the 
ZOA, and the radical change in the American 
Jewish community in the past few years,

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Jewish Communist Explains Logic 
Of Being Pro-Israel, Anti-Zionist 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

The NJP (April 29) fell victim 
to the obscene and dirty cam- 
paign being carried on in many 
American and American Jewish 
newspapers against the Soviet 
Union when it unwittingly re- 
printed from the “New York 
Times,’ a story entitled, “Soviet 
Press Turns Openly Anti-Semi- 
tic.” The article states that one 
Soviet publication has been 
“marked by the use of hooked 
noses” on the figures. Further, 
that in a cartoon in the magazine 
“Crocodile,” the name “Lippman” 
which The Times said is usually 
considered Jewish in the Soviet 
Union, was connected with the 
term “Zhid,” a derisive Russian 
term for Jews by Russian speak- 
ing ‘anti-Semites. 

But the “New York Times” of 
April 26th, in an obscure para- 
graph on page 23 admitted that 
lied, “that the word “Zhid” as 
used in the cartoon is the Rus- 
sian translation for the last name 
of Andre Gide, French author 
whose first name also appears in 
the cartoon.” So says the New 
York Times. But this newspaper 
which unabashedly boasts that 
jt carries “all the news fit to 
print,” did not see fit to inform 
its readers that the name “Lipp- 
man” referred to Walter Lipp- 
man, the writer, in company with 
other anti-Soviet writers, Somer- 
set Maugham, Andre Malraux, 
Jean-Paul Sartre, and Andre Gide. 
Nor did it point out that the main 
character in the cartoon was not 
anti-Semitic but a caricature of a 
writer with the baggage of a 
number of reactionary writers. I 
hope that the Post in its next is- 
sue will correct this foul slander. 


But this is only a small incident 
in the campaign of slander and 
vilification of the Soviet Union in 
order to whip up a war hysteria. 
The Soviet Union, the popular 
democracies of Eastern Europe, 
and the Communists in the United 
States are being accused of 
“changing their line towards Zion- 
ism,” of * opposing the state of 
Israel,” that the Jews in Eastern 
Europe “are being persecuted just 
as they were under Hitler,” that 
Jewish writers in the Soviet Un- 
jon are being purged,” that the 
Soviet Union “now officially spon- 
sors anti-Semitic,” etc. 

American Communists are ac- 
cused of changing their line, that 
they are now opposed to Zionism 
and Israel. In the first place, the 
Communists have always been

opposed to Zionism. We regard 
Zionism as a political movement 
with the aim of setting up a Jew- 
ish state. The Communists have 
and will continue to support Is- 
rael’s fight for its independence 
but unlike the Zionists, we do not 
believe that this by itself will 
solve the problems of the Jewish 
people everywhere. Nor has the 
establishment of the Jewish state 
iHself solved the political, social, 
and economic problems of the 
Jews living there. That will have 
to be decided there by themselves. 
Dr. Herzl, the father of Zionism 
stated, “The Jewish question ex- 
ists wherever Jews live in per- 
ceptible numbers. Where it does 
not exist, it is carried by the Jews 
in the course of their migrations 


. . ». Our presence produces per- 
secution.” And he sees as the sol- 
ution, the establishment of a Jew- 
ish state. From this it follows 
that the Diaspora is doomed to 
extinction for only in a Jewish 
state could the Jews survive. 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann stated in 
1946, “ one fundamental 
cause of anti-Semitism is that the 
Jew exists. We seem to carry the 
germ of anti-Semitism in our 
bags wherever we go.” This re- 
actionary idealistic “analysis” of 
anti-Semitism covers up and blurs 
the real nature and cause of it, 
which is systemically fostered 


and used by Big Business to di- 


vide and weaken the people; That 
anti-Semitism can only be wiped 
out by transforming the social 
and economic bases which nur- 
ture and bred it, and that this can 
be accomplished only by the mod- 
ern working class; whose histor- 
ical role it is to eliminate all ex- 
ploitation poverty, and racial and 
religious oppression. This can be 
done only with the support of all 
persecuted groups, including the 
Jews. There is no other way. 

In the second place, one can be 
anti-Zionist and pro-Israel. The 
important role of the Soviet Un- 
ion in the victory of Israel is too 
well-known to detail. But the vic- 
tory of the heroic young men 
and women of Israel could not 
have been achieved without the 
consistent support of the Soviet 
Union, the East European democ- 
racies, and all democratic forces 
all over the world. Millions of 
Jews who are not Zionists sup- 
ported Israel, and millions of 
Americans who supported Israel 
are not Jews.

said to be opposed to Israel. What 
is there to this accusation? The 
facts are that American commun- 
ists criticized the Israeli govern- 
ment for endangering its condi- 
tions by accepting the $100,000,000 
loan from American imperialism 
with the onerous conditions at- 
tached to it. For instance, Israel 
may not use any of the loan to 
develop the Negev. But Dr. Moses 
Sneh, leader of the United Work- 
ers Party which received one-sixth 
of the vote in the recent elections, 
had this to say of the loan. “We 
warn the Israeli government; do 
not cross the threshold of subju- 
gation to American imperialism. 
We have just freed ourselves 
from British imperialism.” 

The Transjordan Armistice is 
cited as another “case” of Ameri- 
can communists opposing Israel. 
But the terms of this armistice 
provide for Transjordan occupy- 
ing the Arab part of Palestine, 
and thus allowing it to become a 
British puppet. 


But the basest calumies are re- 
served for the Soviet Union. 
This land where anti-Semitism is 
a crime, where it has been virtu- 
ally wiped out, where full social 
economic, and political equality 
has been realized by the Jews, 
where the Jewish Autonomous 
Republic is in existence, where 
five ministers of the cabinet are 
Jews, and where the proportion of 
Jewish engineers, scientists, doc- 
tors, government officials, artists, 
and writers is greater than the 
average for the rest of the popu- 
lation, where the Jewish workers 
and farmers are opening up a 
new life—this Socialist country is 
attacked as anti-Semitic. Surely 
some people look at the world 
and see reality by standing on 
their heads. And the countries of 
Eastern Europe which are striv- 
ing to wipe out the legacy of anti- 
Semitism they have inherited, and 
are giving every encouragement 
to Jewish schools, theatres, where 
anti-Semitism has been made a 
crime by law,—these countries 
also are being slandered as anti- 
Semitic. 


We, as Jews need to struggle 
to prevent the rebirth of Nazism, 
the freeing of Nazi murderers 
by the U.S. Government, and the 
drive of the monopolies to impose 
fascism in the U.S. The Commun- 
ist Party of the USA is on trial 
for its beliefs and political theor- 
ies. If it is outlawed, the Jews 
will be in mortal danger just as 
they were in Hitler Germany 
when the CP was outlawed there. 
Where are those Jewish leaders 
who should be shouting about 
this trial? Do the Jewish people 
think we can fare better under 
American fascism than we did 
under German fascism? Will we 
as Jews not suffer from a new 
war?

IV—An overall austerity and rationing program de. 
signed to combat the high cost of living and to enable the absorption 
of the hundreds of thousands of immigrants arriving in Israel was 
this week presented to the Israeli Knesset by Premier David Ben 


Gurion and Dov Joseph, Minister 
dress debate on the program will 
take place in the Knesset later. 

At the very moment that the 
plan was being outlined in the 
parliament a new demonstration 
of jobless immigrants was in 
progress outside 
the Knesset 
building. The 
d emonstrators, 
who arrived in 
trucks, were 
completely or- 
derly and made 
no attempt to 
enter the Knes- 
seth. e 

The one-year BEN-GURION 
plan, which would go into effect 
next month if approved by the 
Knesset, provides for the estab- 
lishment of standard meals to- 
talling 2,800 calories daily. These 
meals would be similar to those 
provided in British homes dur- 
ing 1944 and are considered suf- 
ficient for everyday needs. The 
plan, the details of which were 
presented by Joseph, calls for 
the issuance of ration books to 
all residents between May 15 
and June 15. 

Joseph told the parliament that 
the austerity program seeks to 
provide standard meals, clothing, 
furniture and household imple- 
ments—thus effecting economies 
in manufacture and distribution. 
Besides establishing ceiling prices 
on commodities, the government 
will grant subsidies to hold prices 
and will free from duty imported 
products urgently needed by the 
Israeli economy. 

On the other hand, the im- 
port program will be under 
stringent control and a plan to 
eut down drastically all im- 
ports will be presented to the 
Knesset shortly, cone an-

nounced. Local production will 
be standardized and the pro. 
duction of luxury goods will be 
permitted for export purposes 
only, with luxury imports com. 
pletely barred. In the enforce. 
ment of the strict price control 
program, all evidences of a 
black market will be sup. 
pressed. 

Save Millions Annually 

Joseph estimated that the pro. 
gram would save the country 
some $50,000,000 next year, with 
the savings on food alone 
amounting to about $4 per per. 
son. The government will at. 
tempt to cut out inefficient and 
uneconomical enterprises and 
will attempt to do away with 
costly middlemen, overseeing the 
entire distribution set-up from 
{mporter or producer through 
wholesale and retail outlets. The 
government will attempt to ex. 
tend further control over indus- 
try by reserving the right to l- 
cense all sorts of enterprises. 
' Sketching the broad outlines of 
the program in an_ hour-long 
speech, Ben Gurion vigorously 
denied that the austerity plan 
represents an attack on the 
standard of living, which the 
government is pledged to main- 
tain, but rather an assault on the 
high cost of living. He also spoke 
of the growing problem of unem- 
ployment among the immigrants, 

Pointing out that this program 
has been necessitated by the 
record immigration movement, 
Ben Gurion categorically reject- 
ed any solution of the problem 
by limiting immigration. He ap- 
pealed to the Jews abroad to 
aid the Jewish state in overcom- 
ing the gigantic task | facing it.

Seebode of the Westminster Uni- 
tarian Church, Providence. Rev. 
Seebode said the American Uni- 
tarian Association has repeatedly 
gone on record as_ opposed to 
both plans as undemocratic and 
not working out satisfactorily. 

Several non-Catholic church 
spokesmen warned they would 
fight the bill during legislation 
and would work for its repeal 

if it were passed. 

It was learned reliably that the 
bill will not be reported out of 
committee because many of the 
solons regard it as “a hot pota- 
to.”

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Jewish Frat Pledging Of Negro Hit As Dubious Liberalism

Cc LAND—The action of an ail-Jewish fra- 


ternity at the University of Wisconsin in pledging 
a Negro student was criticized this week by a Cleve- 
Jand rabbi as an example of “tongue-in-cheek” lib- 
eralism. 

Julius J. Nodel, assistant rabbi at the Temple in 
Cleveland, questioned the good faith of the mem- 
bers of the Wisconsin chapter of Phi Sigma Delta. 

“Why did it (the chapter) pledge a Negro who is 
a senior student, graduating in June?” Rabbi Nodel 
asked, in an article in the Jewish REVIEW AND 
OBSERVER of Cleveland. 

“By the time he passes his pledge period and is 
initiated, he will be ready to leave the campus with 
hardly any contact with the fraternity,” the rabbi 
said. “If the action was sincerely taken, a Negro 
freshman should have been pledged—one who, for 
the next four years, will live at the fraternity house, 
participate in all of its social activities and actively 
demonstrate how relationships between persons of 
different color within a single social unit may be 
accomplished.” 

But Rabbi Nodel made it plain he disagreed with 
the philosophy behind the unprecedented fraternity 
action. 


He argued that the Negro was not Jewish and 
the fraternity is. Asking why a white Christian was 
not pledged, Rabbi Nodel said the only apparent 
reason appeared to be to say in effect to white Chris- 
tian fraternities: “You have no place for a dark- 
skinned brother, even though he believes in Christ, 
while we, who do not accept Christ, do have a 
place for him in our brotherhood.” 


Rabbi Nodel objected to that philosophy on the 
grounds that “as a consistent policy, it is not our 
place to teach Christianity to Christians.’ 


“A Christian who is dark is no closer to being 
Jewish than a white Christian,” he declared. “If the 
Negro student is a Jew by religion and of sincere 
conviction, then without question, there is a place for 
him in the Jewish fraternity.” 

Rabbi Nodel also indicated he felt the experience 
was unlikely to be of any help to the Negro pledge. 
He said the differences between Negroes and 
whites were real enough to affect relations in so 
elose a social circle as a fraternity. 

He said he also could not understand “why 
strictly Jewish organizations and institutions must 
go out of their way to lose their identity.” 

He said “the Jew who does not feel inferior finds 


happiness within his own group. The Negro who does 
not feel inferior is happy with his. So too with the 
Christian.” 


“Each group can run parallel] to the other, headed 
in the same direction,” he said. “They need not run 
in the same groove. For there is bound to be some 
crowding in that groove.” 

Rabbi Nodel said he had a suggestion “if the 
Wisconsin chapter of Phi Sigma Delta really wish- 
es to demonstrate possibilities for inter-racial am- 
ity.” 

He proposed thai “it concentrate on educating its 
members to go out into the world after college with 
a respect for integrity in business, with an inspired 
program of eliminating economic disabilities and po- 
litical inequalities that are practiced against the Ne- 
gro.” 

“Let it organize for a program of social justice 
in education and employment, child welfare and la- 
bor; not by wiping out the natural differences that 
do exist and will always exist between people, but 
by breaking down the barriers which one group sets 
up, out of fear and jealousy, to prevent another 
from enjoying the human right of every person to 
life, liberty and happiness.”

NEW YORK—A rabbinical spokesman for Hapoel Hamizrachi, 
the religious labor Zionists, denounced a charge this week that Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, Jr., was using his position as head of an Israel 
Anniversary celebration committee for political purposes. 

The charge was made by Abraham Kaplan, campaign manager 


for Municipal Court Justice Ben- 
‘Jamin Shallecks The judge and 
young Roosevelt are rival candi- 
““dates for representative in the 
20th Congressional district. 
Rabbi Issachar Levin, Chief 
Rabbi of Camden, N. J., and 
chairman of the National Coun- 


cil of Hapoel Hamizrachi of 
America, called the Kaplan 
charge “a serious error in judg- 
ment.” 


Roosevelt Heads Committee 

The Zionist group is sponsor- 
ing the Committee for the First 
Anniversary of the State of Is- 
rael, of which Roosevelt is chair- 
man. He is running for the post 
vacated by the death of Rep. Sol 
Bloom, on the Liberal and Four 
Freedoms party ticket. 

Kaplan said that the district 
had been flooded with letters 
signed by Roosevelt and that 
May 17 had been chosen for the 
anniversary celebration because - 
it was the date of the special 
election in the district. 

Rabbi Levin said the executive 
hal _Hapoel ‘Hamizrachi decided 


last February to hold the celebra- 
tion at the St. Nicholas arena 
here May 17 to raise funds for 
religious colonization in Israel. 
He pointed out that this was 
long before Bloom died, 

Reason For May 17 

He said May 17 was chosen as 
the date because it was Lag 
B’Omer, a traditional day of re- 
joicing by Jews. He said that 
Roosevelt had accepted the 
chairmanship last March and 
that the committee had sent out 
30,000 letters to all parts of New 
York and the United States. He 
denied any “flooding” of the 20th 
district. 

“Hapoel Hamizrachi wiil not 
now, or ever, permit itself to be 
used as a political football or 
for political aggrandizement,” he 
said. 

Charles Horowitz, Roosevelt's 
campaign manager, commented 
that the late President’s son had 
a long record of service to Is- 
rael, long before he thought of 
running for public office. 





ST. LOUIS SOCIAL WORKERS 
DEMONSTRATE FOR MORE PAY

IS—-Members of the Social Workers union pressed de- 
mands this week for union recognition and better pay from Jewish 
social agencies after staging the first protest demonstrations in the 
history of St. Louis philanthropies. 

& Placard-bearing pickets appeared in front of the YMHA last 


week, then in front of the Jewish 
Emloyment and Vocational Ser- 
vice and another demonstration 
in front of Council House. 

Two demonstrations were_held 
later last week, one for the Jew- 
ish Child Welfare Agency and one 
in front of the Jewish Family 
Service Agency. 

Didn’t Hurt Services 

Members of the union, local 83 
of the CIO United Office and Pro- 
fessional Workers, said the de- 
monstrations involved no curtail- 
ment of service. They said that 
the pickets were social workers 
off duty during the protests. 

Efforts continued meanwhile 
to bring about a meeting between 
the executive heads of the Jewish 
welfare agencies and the union. 


Mrs.Jane B. Lathan, local 83 
president, protested against 
what she termed a “red herr- 
ing” in reports that local heads 
of the affected welfare agencies 
were reluctant to negotiate with 
® union suspected of leftist oon- 








trol. 


“We question the motives and 
ethics of the ‘unnamed sources’ 
who suggest that in cities other 
than St. Louis, members of this 
union hold unpopular political op- 
inions,” she said. 


“The alleged political beliefs of 
two national officers is not the is- 
sue in the St. Louis case,” she de- 
clared. She said the real question 
at issue were whether it was 
American to keep paying main- 
tenance workers “as low as $55 
per month in some Jewish agen- 
cies” and “how American is it to 
keep denying collective bargain- 
ing rights to the organization 
which the majority of employees 
have democratically chosen?”

King Solomon 
Port Found 


TEL AVIV, Israel-—-The Jewish 
Palestine Exploration Society re- 
ported this week it had located 
ruins of an ancient city believed 
to be 2,000 years old and which 
may have been a port for King 
Solomon. 

Dr. Benjamin Maisler, repre- 
senting the society, said the find 
covered some 80 acres near the 
mouth of the Yarkon River. He 
said the city’s population was 
about 2,000 and that the city was 
founded around 1,000 B.C. 

He said the tentative findings 
were substantiated by the fact 
that the Philistines occupied the 
coastal stretch of Palestine from 
Gaza in the south up to Yarkon 
during the time of the kingdom 
of David and Solomon. 

Maisler said the name of the 
city was unknown and that it 
apparently existed only about 
250 years. He said it was re- 
peatedly destroyed by fire but 
rebuilt each time until it was 
finally razed in about the eighth 
century B. C. 

Maisler said it was possible 
that the port was used to handle 
the famous cedars of Lebanon 
for Solomon’s buildings and that 
Israel’s oil and wine left the har- 
bor for overseas sales. 


AZEC Hereafter

American Zionist Emergency 
Council decided to modify its 
name at a meeting at which rep- 
resentatives of all Zionist par- 
ties in the United States were 
present.

Unity Group. A new executive 
—composed of a chairman, vice- 
chairman, secretary and treasur- 
er—will be elected by the Coun- 
cil next month. 
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BRITISH JEWRY SPLIT BY FIGHT 
BETWEEN ORTHODOX AND REFORM 


LONDON—(JTA)—A split has oecurred in the Jewish 
community here following a sharp difference of opinion be- 
tween representatives of the Orthodox and Liberal religious 
groups within the Board of Deputies of British Jews. 


The conflict arose over a 


resolution which would have 


empowered the president of the board to appoint marriage 


registrars for Liberal 


synagogues, with the cooperation of the 
authorities of such congregations. 


The motion was defeated 


on the grounds that the Board of Deputies charter only recog- 
nizes Orthodox Judaism and that therefore marriage resistrars 
may be appointed only by ecclesiastical authorities—the Chief 


Rabbi and the Beth Din. 


The Liberals on the Board walked out of the meeting im. 
mediately after the vote, and it is believed that they are pian. 
ning to leave the organization and establish a separate body of 
their own. The issue is still not clearly crystallized and the 
Liberals are expected to abstain in the forthcoming elections 


for members of the Board. 





PHILADELPHIA JCRC HANDED 
BATTLE OVER KOSHER MEAT
